(IP)—When the Chillingworth m ur­ 
der m y stery was broken, Josep h A. Peel Jr. considered com­ 
m itting suicide by blowing up a commercial airliner, a busi­ 
ness associate testified at Peel’s trial today . 
The witness, Do nald Miles, said 
he drov e Peel out of the state after 
they heard on a telev ision broad­ 
cast that Floy d Holzap fel had con­ 
fessed 
the Chillingworth killings 
and imp licated Peel. 
“ Joe wras v ery up set,” Miles tes­ 
tified. “ He said the best w’ay out for 
him was to commit suicide. First, 
he talked about taking p oison. 
“Then he said, ‘No, to get the 
insurance for Imogene (his wife), 
I would rather get on a p lane and 
blow it up .’ He asked me if I knew’ 
any thing about rigging a bomb.” 
Later, when they reached Chat­ 
tanooga, Term., on the flight from 
Florida, Miles said Peel stop p ed 
talking about suicide and Miles tes­ 
tified Peel asked him if he would 
set up an alibi for him on the kill­ 
ings of Circuit Judge C. E. Chil­ 
lingworth and his wife, Marjorie, in 
1955. 
Peel w'as trap p ed in a hotel in 


Chattanooga 
by Florida officers 
and brought back to face a charge 
of being an accessory before the 
fact, a cap ital crime.

NEW YORK — The specter of giant pushbutton ma­ 
chines crowding people out of the nation’s offices is troubling 
the dreams of many men and women clerical workers. 
One congressman predicts machines will do away with 
four million office jobs within fiv e y ears. He is Rep. Elmer 
J. Holland, D-Pa., member of the Pittsburgh Steelworkers 
Union. 
Not so, say the makers of the 
comp lex office g adg ets. Desp ite 
its first distu rbing imp act, mech­ 
anization alway s has meant more 
jobs in the long ru n. 
The ranks of white collar work­ 
ers hav e swelled by 28 p er cent in 
the last IO y ears. As for clerical 
workers alone, the Dep artment of 
Commerce p u ts their nu mber at 
9 ,7 9 8,000 in 1960, u p 1,431.000 since 
1955. This g rowth has continu ed 
ev en while many of their blue col- 
lar cou sins hav e been losing their 
jobs — with the mechanized fac­ 
tory g etting some of the blame. 
But the electronic rev olution is 
spreading fast in the office. And 
when the big data p rocessing ma­ 
chines come in, some jobs go 
out. That's what some white col­ 
lar workers are seeing — and 
others fearing . 
The thing s they fear will be on 
concentrated disp lay nex t month 
at the bu siness equ ip ment ex p osi­ 
tion in the New York Coliseum. 
Three and a half acres will be 
crowded with all the tools of of­ 
fice mechanization — the basic 
ty p ew riters and adding machines, 
the by -now familiar tabu lating and 
p u nched 
p ap er tap e equ ip ment, 
and the latest fu ll-scale electronic 
data p rocessing sy stems. 
Bhat will further inroads of 
these machines do to clerical 
jobs? 
Some will be eliminated, just 
as the adv ent of the ty pewriter 
doomed the worker whose clear 
handwriting was used for all bus­ 
iness 
correspondence. 
But 
a 
whole new set of jobs sprang up 
—ty pist, plant production worker, 
salesman and, of course, serv ice­ 
man. 
A big g er im p act on bu siness 
g rowth in g eneral was that the 
sp eeding 
u p 
of 
corresp ondence 
m ade comp anies able to handle 
g reater bu siness v olu me. And this 
g enerated new jobs. 
“ The electronic com p u ter’s im ­ 
p act on bu siness today is not too 


different, relativ ely sp eaking , from 
that of the ty p ewriter y ears ag o,” 
say s Josep h VV. Barker.

Institu te,

tion. 
"Both eliminated some job cate­ 
g ories. Both op ened u p new ones. 
Both were created to solv e a fu nda­ 
mental bu siness p roblem,” he said 
"Each requ ires skilled hu man 
op erators 
and each 
mu st hav e 
p rop erly p rep ared inp u t data and 
distribu tion of ou tp u t.” 
Barker admits that mechaniza­ 
tion has cost office jobs in the 
last fiv e y ears. But he say s that 
while unemploy ment among the 
clerical labor force has risen 1.2 
I>er cent, the total employ ed is 
up 17 per cent. This is because 
new jobs hav e opened up much 
faster than old ones hav e been 
shelv ed. 
So when it comes to eliminating 
jobs, Barker insists ifs: 
“ Job categ ories, y es 
p eop le, 
no.” 


Nev ertheless, 
their bl o o ds 
showed that they ’d dev elop ed an

At least two of the su mmer 
diseases y ou are ap t to encou nter 
in y ou r commu nity or wherev er 
y ou sp end y ou r v acation are also 
ap t to cau se .sev eral inap p arent in­ 
fections 
to a sing le one 
that's 
recog nizable for what it is. 
More 
sp ecifically , 
for e a c h 
y ou ng ster or adu lt whose skin tu rns 
y ellow in an ep idemic of catarrhal 
jau ndice (v iru s hep atitis) or who 
dev elop s mu scle weakness or p a­ 
raly sis in an ep idemic of p olio, 
there are sev eral who hav e m ere­ 
ly an inap p arent infection - a “su m ­ 
mer cold.” a “ tou ch of g rip p e” or 
an attack of “ the trots.” 
The 
inap p arent 
illness 
p asses 
with or withou t medical observ a­ 
tion. A few asp irins. Or a g ood 
cleaning ou t. And that’s all there 
is to it. 
Fortu nately for the p erson and 
u nfortu nately for the commu nity , 
th a ts not all there is to it. For, 
while the conv alescent from an 
inap p arent attack of equ ine en­ 
cep halitis is not mu ch of a threat 
to members of the hou sehold or 
commu nity u nless he hap p ens to 
be bitten bv a mosqu ito who then 
"hitchhikes” the v iru s to the nex t 
p erson that’s bitten, those who hav e 
inap p arent attacks of v iru s hep a­ 
tic s or p olio continu e to ex crete 
the p esky bug in their bowel mov e­ 
ments. To be su re this does them 
no harm . They 're ju st as immu ne 
as if they 'd had the full-blown 
disease and recov ered. 
Bu t, lf they ’re not carefu l to 
scru b their hands* thorou g hly aft­ 
er each ev acu ation, they may 
“ hitch hike” the v iru s lo m em ­ 
bers of the household and neig h­ 
bors. 
Iii comp lete Innocence of 
the threat they pos e , they hav e 
become what health officers call 
“ carriers.” 
Most stu dents of ep idemics ag ree 
that the innocent carrier is a g reat­ 
er menace than the obv iou sly in­ 
fected 
p erson, 
who, 
becau se of 
frank sig ns of the disease (jau n­ 
dice, p araly sis), is u nder strict 
medical su p erv ision. 
Mil at can y ou do abou t this? If 
y ou or y ou r children dev elop one 
of these minor and p assing ill­ 
nesses du ring the cou rse of a 
neig hborhood flu rry of catarrhal 
jau ndice 
or 
p olio, 
thank 
y ou r 
lu cky stars the disease has come 
and g one withou t ex acting any 
p enalty . But don’t forg et the p os­ 
sibility that y ou r g ood fortu ne may 
be costly to others if the “ carrier 
state” follows an inap p arent in­ 
fection.

They 
m ay ask for facilities that aren't 
really needed. They m ay go ov er­ 
board on lux urious frills. 
B ut tim e after tim e, w here the 
need seem s urgent and the cause

The p roblem s these com munities 
face a re ty p ical of the p roblem s 
confronting school boards, adm inis­ 
trato rs and tax p ay ers alm ost ev ery ­ 
w here. 
M ost large cities hav e, lik e St.

m any y ears ago and sadly antiquat­ 
ed. M ost also hav e their slum s, 
w here the tax return is lowest but 
the educational needs greatest. 
Suburbs lik e P arm a face sim i­ 
la r p roblem s across the nation— 
y oung fam ilies with lots of chil­ 
dren, but little lf any industry to 
case the tax burden on the hom e­ 
ow ner. 
D etails differ from city to city , 
but the basic question rem ains the 
sam e—w here are they to get money 
for their schools? 
L et’s look a t the three factors 
in som e sp ecific cases.

Louis w as outraged. “ It's crim inal 
the way they hav e raised our p rop ­ 
erty tax es,” she said. “ You just 
wouldn’t believ e how much they ’re 
soak ing us.” But she couldn’t say 
whether her p rop erty tax es w ere 
closer to $100 or $1,000. 
R esistance to tax es: A man 
liv ing on a p ension in P arm a, 
Ohio, said, “ I k now we need new 
schools. But I can’t afford to 
p ay higher tax es. I'm being ta x ­ 
ed to death. If .ny income went 
up , I’d be willing to hav e m y 
tax es raised for the schools.
